Re) of perſons of all ſorts, do frequent theſe ſeditious Meetings, and many in Arms: Wehave thought 
na Sv=—= fit therefore, with Advice of Our Privy Counci', Hereby to Declare, That not only all ſuch per- 
ſons (whether Preachers or Hearers, that ſhall preſume to be at any Conventicle in the open Fields) But alſo, all Diſſenting Mini- 
ſters, who ſhall take uſdn them to Preach in Houſes, without obſezving ſuch Directions 25 are p eſcribed by Our ſaid late Proclama- 
tion. viæ. That nothing be preached or Taught among them, which may any way tend to alienat the Hearts of Our People from Vs, or Our Go- 
wernment, and that their Meetings be peaceable,operly, and publickly held, and all per ſons freely admitted to them, and that they do ſignifie 
and make known to ſome one or moe of Our next Privy Counſellors, Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies, Juſtices of Peace, or Magiſtrats of 
Loyal Burrows, what plateor places they ſet apart for theſe Uſes, with the Names of the Preachers; Shall be Proſecuted with the utmoſt 
rigor and ſeverity that Our Laws, Acts of Parliament, and Conſtitutions of this Out Ancient Kingdom, will allow : Requiring 
hereby all Our Officers, Civil and Milit ry, and al other Our good Subjects. who are, or may be any way concerned in the Execu- 
tion theteof, to ſee this Cur Royal Will and Pleaſure duly performed, and put in Execution, conform to Our faids Laws, Acts of Par- 
liament, and Conſtitutions: aforeſaid, every manner of way, as is thereby Preſcribed, and under the Pains.and Certifications therein-

Proſecution of Our ſaid late Proclamation, Do hereby Require all and every perſon aforeſaid, to whom ſuch Intimation ſhall be 
gen reſpectivꝰ, to ſend in to the Clerks of Our Privy Council, once every Moneth, the Name and Sitname of the perſons 
yreachers, andthe times an i places of their Meetings, as they will anſwer the contrary at their peril; And that Our Royal Pleaſure 
in the Premiſſes may be known, and due and exact obedience giventhereto; OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, aa!
